London. May 2;?.— 'I'lio Durban o<»rro8- 
poudent of the Times, telegraphing May 
22, snys: " Tlie Itnv. Adrian Hofmoycr 

telli^ ine lie was iiifornuHl by a hij-'h Boer 
oiU.ial tliat when President Kruj;er 
notified the raad of the Koverninout's ar- 
rangements to blow up the mines and to 
destroy .Tohannesbiirg, Gen. Botlia hur- 
ried to Pretoria and had a stormy inter- 
view witli Mr. Kruger, to whom lie said 
that if the plan were not caneoUed at 
once, lie would himself defend Joliannos- 
hurg, adding that the Boers were not 
barbarians. At this, according to Mr, 
llofmeyer, the plan was abandoned." 



I'aul Gouzy, Uadioa! Sociali/st, then iu- 

teri>olate(l tlie governineiit on its gener- 
al poliey. 

The premier, M. Waldeek Uoiisseau, 
accepted the iutcrpolatiou and uslied for 
its immediate discussion. M. Gonzy ex- 
lilaiiied tliat lie desired to interpolate the 
government in order to clear the situa- 
liou. Tile speaker pointed out the over- 
wheimiug majority recently cast for the 
government throughout France, v-xeept in 
I'aris, ut the municipal elections, aud 
uuiU the present moment tvas oiiportuiie 
for the chamber to endowe this support 
of the ministry, who should inform the 
chamber what they intended to do in re- 
spouae to this Uepubliean denioustratiou. 

M. Patil de Cassagnac followed with a 
speech, strongly attacking the goveru- 
uieiit, but he said he did not desire its 
fall, because iU) policy was hnviug tlie 
result of diiigustiug the country with the 
Kepuhlicaus. The latter stutemcut 
evoked a protest from the Nationulist 
benches. 

Jl. Waldeek Uoiisseau tlien replied. 
During tlie coarse of h'ui Bp»^eeh, which 
was trequently interrupted by the Na- 
tionaliiits, and applauded by the tsocial- 
ists, tlic Premier said the Paris eleetious 
weri; truly a rebull for the Kepubliean 
idea, but, he added, the electors o£ the 
provinces had acclaimed the republi<'. 
Where the iLeiniblieaiis hud been beaten, 
he asserted, their defeat was due to the 
alliance of a certain section of the Ite- 
publicaiw with the opposition. Alluding 
to the Dreyfus agitation, M. Waldeek 
Koutneau said the pardon of Dreyfus was 
an act of humanity. By pardoning Drey- 
fus, he pointed out, the goveruiucnt un- 
dertook at the same time to end ■ the 
agit.ition, and by the amnesty measure to 
prevent reprisals, thus giving i''raiice 
needed i)eace. 

M. Waldeek ICousscau concluded with 
fiaying the government would aslt the 
chamber to vote a law providing protec- 
tion agaiust calumniators of the chief uf 
state, and a law dunling with religious 
associations, whose- vested properties 
could not be allowed to swell in order to 
furnish the adversaries of the repuljlic 
with tlieir war funds. The guveniment's 
programme, he further announced, includ- 
ed lawK for execution, direct taxation 
and workingmen's pensions, adding that 
if the programme did not secure au 
auUiority he would leave to his successor 
the work of seeking its realization. This 
declaration called forth applause from the 
Socialists and ItudicaW aud a .section of 
the moderate Itepublieaus, 

.M. lUbot, Uepubliean, former premier, 
rei)lied to M. Waldeek Routiseuu, de- 
claring the municipal elections -were a 
success for the Uepublicans, but not for 
the government. Ho then proposed the 
simple order of the day, which M. Wal- 
deek Uousseau refused to accept, and 
which the chamber rejected by 2i)S 
211) votes. 

The Premier then aiinouueed tliat he 
would accept tlie order of the day pro 
posed by M. Gouzy, couched aw followH 
"The chamber is advised to energetical 
ly pursue a policy of retoruiK and tlu 
defense of the republic and laity, and ap- 
proves of the declarations of the gov- 
ernment." The first portion, up to laity, 
was adopted by a vole of 439 to 50, and 
the second and cnicial portion was adopt- 
ed by 271 to 22li votes. 

■Several resolutions dealing with the 
threatened revival of the Drej'fus affair 
were submitted. One introduced by M. 
Gustav Chapuis. Uadieal, inviteil the gov- 
ernuicnt vigorounly to oppose a renew- 
al of the Dreyfus agitation. This gave 
rise to some debiute. M. Waldeek lious- 
seau repeated his declaration that the 
govurnmeut was determined to end a 
campaign that was disostrous to the 
country and to Republican government. 
He said the ministerial amnesty view 
now before the senate was destined to 
bring about appeasement, but that there 
was no question of creating new press 
restrictions. 



BIRTHDAY HONORS. 

Lord Strathcona Granted a Patent of 
His Title For Hia Daughter. 

London, May 22.— The Queen has 
granted Lord Strathcona and Mount Hoy 
al, the Canadian High Commissioner, i 
patent of his title to hii^ daughter; the 
Hon. Mrs. Robert Jared Bliss Howard, 
his only child. Apart from the honor 
conferred on Canada's High Commission 
er, the Queen's birthday honors, of 
wliich it formed a part, were not inter 
ttiting. I'ecragea were conferred on 
Lord Morris, on his retirement from the 
appeal court; on Sir Peter O'Brien, the 
Irish judge, and Sir Richard Webster, 
former attorney-general and now master 
of rolls. Among those who have receiv- 
ed the honor of knighthood is Prof. 
Uichard Clavcrhouae Jubb, Regius pro- 
fessor of Greek at Cambridge University 
and member of parliament in the Con- 
.■icrvative interest for tlie university. Sir 
Augustiiii William Lawson Hemming, 
captain-general and governor of .laiiiaica, 
is made a knight of the Grand Cross of 
St. Michael and St. George, and Lieut. - 
(ieucial George Uigliy Parker, governor 
uf the lieniiudas, is made kiiiglit of the 
Grand Cross of the Bath. (Jtlier honors 
include the uaual long list of political 
and servici* promotions. Tlio Queen left 
Wit.dsor this evening for Scotland. 
_ The order of Knight of the Grand 
Cross of the Indian lOmpire is conferred 
upon Major-Gi'iieral Sir William Forbes 
(Jat.icre. Mr. Hamilton Hnater. British 
consul ill Samoa, is made a Companion 
ot St. .Michael aud St. George. The 
Times points . out that two of the new 
peerages have been conferred upon Irish- 
men.

FILIPINOS STILL FIGHT. 

United States Troops Attack a Fort But 
Fail to Take It. 

Manila, Alay 21.— Gen. .Tames Bell, 
eomnianding in the hemp provinces of 
Southern Luzon, has issued an order to 
bis ofllcers not to attempt to organize 
the municipal govcrnmeutB as prescribed 
by Major-General Otis in his recent or 
der, on account of the disturbed condi- 
tions. 

The Americans (jceiipy a few coast 
towns, which tlic insiirgeiils surround, 
constantly assailing the garrisons, which 
are too small to attempt operations in 
the surroniidiiig country. Major AVise 
with two companies, is-in Donsal, an im- 
puitant town of Sorsogoii, surroiiiuleil 
iiy a tliousaiid insurgents. The Aincri 
cans occupy trenches, and arc c<iiitiiui- 
ally exciiaiigiiig shots with the enemy 
Several rcgiincnls arc lU'cdeil lo coiiiro 
each southern province, but they cannot 
be spared from their stations. Another 
S(iuadroii of cavalry will lie sent to Gen. 
Bell. <^ii the lirst trouble occurring 
with tlie Jlorros in the southern pan of 
Mindanao, at Cottabatte, Major Brett 
sent a detacluiieiit to preserve peace at 
a (^onfereiK'e between two chiefs. Dur- 
ing th(! conference the tribesmen began 
shooting. One of tlie bands lired upon 
the Americans from an old fort. The 
soldiers relumed the lire, killing several 
of the natives, but they were unable to 
take the fort, although a gunboat shelled 
it. Major Brett is sending a larger body 
of men to piiiiisli the recalcitrants. 

■ UNITED STATES CONGUESS. 

Alaskan Bill Occupied the Full Atten- 
tion of the House. 

Washington,. May 22.— The house de- 
voted one entire day to the Alaskan civil 
government bill..

With the arrival of ihe .\laiy Taylor 
here and llu- Carrie C. \V. on the coast, 
all tile tich.ioners that intended retui inii;; 

The I'aiiu i.-^ te- 
maining on the West ('o:ist, where she 
is preparing fur her voyage to Beliring 
sea, and the Aurora, as aliovo staled, has 
wne to the Copper Islands.

Steam Launch of Twelve Tons Starts 
To-day for Nome, 

One of the most intefosting of all tlie 
craft in -the great lleet sailing for Nome 
is the little steam luuiich TussliT — a ves- 
sel of 12 tuns net and IS tons gross, and 
not more than feet long. !Sho stands 
scarcely more thnii eight feet above the 
water, house and all. This little craft 
carries n crew of six men, a double crew 
lis it were, to enable three men to be nl- 
wny.s oil duty. dipt. Kinney, foriiierl.v 
mate of the steamer l']lilui Tlioiupson, is 
in charge of the TuRf.lei', which goes to 
Nome to tow the barges of the Yorke 
Idglitorage Co., at the liead of which is 
Frank Yorbo, the local stevedore. JIo 
has had a whole barrel of trouble with 
\\K little vessel since Ictviug Seattle on 
May 10. First the feed-pipe gave out, _ 
and on May- 11 the little launch steamed giiti.

Steamer Sikh sailed from Tacoma yes- 
terday for the Orient with a full cargo. 
She did not call here as usual. The 
cargo of the N, Y. K. liner Tosa Maru, 
which sailed on Blonday, was valued nt 
$0U,OOO. 

Steamer Son Bias arrived at the quar- 
antine station ycaterdny morning, and 
soon afterwards passed up to Vancou- 
ver, whence she will sail for Nome. 

The BritlBh-Amerlcan line did not find 
the Seattle-Honolulu trade a sulllciently 
paying one to continue running the 
steamer Bloemfontein, which, like the 
city she was named after, flies the Brit- 
ish Uag, and they have taken her- off the 
route. Two sailing vessels, the Iroquois 
and Currier, have been chartered for 
tliat trade.

There remains the larger 
question to be dealt with, namely, of 
future ("Iiinese oxelnsion. and this cannot 
be dealt with liy the local legislature, but 
■only by tho Federal or the Im 
periai parliameat. We do not say 
that the local legislature caiuiot 
to some extent advance tho cause of 
•Oriental exclusion by tho iia.ssago of 
strong resolnl.ioiis on the stibjei;!, but thi 
irs as lai- a-- it can go. 

Tlu' other night, at .South \\'olliugton, 
Jlr. W, W, B. Mclnnes said that he 
could frame a law to prevent Chinamen 
from working iu uiiiios and the courts 
would hold it good. Conceding, if om 
■tt'i.shcs to, that Mr. Mclunes cau do this, 
111! will only have touched the very mar' 
giu of II great quc<ition. AVc do not bC' 
lieve he could do anything of the kind, 
l)ut if liis appreciation of tlie question of 
•Mongolian immigration is limited to their 
working In coal mines, ho has a very nar 
row conception of it. Tho question gooa 
far ))ey<ind the Uiere lociil isHues involved 
in it. It is radical iu its importance, for 
if the Hood gates of Urieutul immigra- 
tion are kept ojjen, the country will soon 
be overrun wifli Chinese and Japanene, 
and white labor will either be driven out 
altogether or be forced to compete with 
men wlio work for wages upon -wliich 
;Whit»' men ciinuDt live. This is a mat- 
teir of luiperiai interest. It is of the most 
vital character in relation to the future 
welfare of Canada. If British Columbia 
as fvvr to iilay the part iu the develop- 
TJiciil of the lOnipire, wliicli its great re- 
• Kources and its geographical position en- 
title it to, it inuHt he a country of 
white men. This view of tho case, whicli 
is a reat^onalile view and one that can bo 
Hii.siuincd by tirgunient, must be brought 
liouio to the people of Canada, and the 
proper place to do so is in the halls of the 
Omadian parliament. We can under- 
stand how the Oriental labor quest imi 
can be of vital issue in a Federal (s'liii- 
paign, but not how it cau lie in a Provin- 
cial contest. 



Qpoa whom did th^ obief burden of that 
legislation fall? .Not -upon the capitalist 

who h.\'} invested money in tho mines. 
Does any one suppose that the mine 
ownoM lived auy the less, well, bought 
fewer clothes or had to move into smaller 
houses because the mines were shut 
down? Not at all; they wei-o in-t de- 
pendent upon their money invetitnieiitH 
for their daily living expenses. Their in- 
terests are diverse. A man having a 
gooil deal invests a part of it iu mining 
.stock. If tlie mine docs not pay, In? is 
out so much, lull liis business goes on 
just the same in other respects. Witii 
the miner the case is different. M'hen 
the mine shuts down his living is gone. 
He fiuffi rs immediately, and he suffers 
severely. The c.ipitalist will refuse to in- 
vest any further in enterprises that do 
not pay, but there are always hundreds 
of other chances. The miner has only 
his one chani'i', iianiely, that some one 
will employ liiiu, ami if lie lotses this, his 
condition is arduous iu the extreme. Tills 
illustrates what we mean by saying that 
the clfect of experimental legislation falls 
most heavily upon the wage-earner, 
Hence also wo claim that the interests of 
the wage-earner lie in tlie direction of 
eoliserva t ive Iru'islatioii, 'isiiig the word 
conservative in its dictionary sen.se, as 
opposi d to exporiineuiul. We believe the 
orking'iien of Britisii t'o!-iMi!iia can bi- 
got to see this and tliat they will refu^e 
to follow tlii> demagogues and hot-beads 
wUo di sire to get into the legislature for 
• he purpose of inllicling upon the prov- 
ince sonic of their ill-considered fads by 
giving effect to them iii statutes, ^\■e 
have hud quite euougli of this iliiiig al- 
ready in this province. British Coluni- 
Slia Mill /"use at least two jears of pre- 
cious time in the developnieiil of Ii 
great resources by the • experiiiiciUal 
legislation of IS".!!.). More than luie yea 
has passeil already, and it is hardly po,- 
sible under ,iiiy eireuuusltinees to restor 
settled conditions before the b.'gislatur 
meets iu 1001, for the summer session 
tliiii year is not likely to be long. We 
submit, therefore, that the wnrkingiiieii 
will consult their best interests by de-

If, however, he is sim- 
ply a Socialist, seeking to overturn ex- 
isting inslitiitions and try experiiiKMits in 
li'gislalioi), it wouhl he a great mistake, 
in their own iiitt.-rests, for tlie workiiig- 
meu to select him. The interests of wage- 
earners are in the direction of consorva- 
live, not experimental, legislation. When 
Ihe laws are settled and the business 
community knows from one year to an- 
other the conditions under whi(-li business 
can be carried on, employment is steady 
and wages are good, Imt when uncertain- 
ty prevails tlie ftite of the wage-earner is 
anotrtaiii. It is upon tlie wage-earner 
that the effects of exporiineiital legisla- 
tion fall most severely. The capitalist 
is,lisually in a position to shut' down hi.s 
woVks' when' conditions do not suit him; 
l)Ut the wngc-oaruer is not in a position 
to do without empLoyjin 111. Ttike the 
'Cilt-ie of the eiglit-liour hiw in I'iooteiiav. 



.MR. MARTIN'S PROSPECTS. 

We believe in tlie old saying, "Ne\et 
prophesy unless you Know," hut the fati 
of .Mr. Martin's .'idministratioii apjiears 
so certain that there seems very little 
risk in attcniptiiig to forecast it. 
Whether he himself will be able to secure 
a place in the new house is a matter of 
\ory great doubt. He can hardly expect 
to 1)<< eleeteii in Victoria, but wliat'.'ver 
his own views may be upon that point, 
it is ()uit(> certain that he will not be. 
We can speak with less conQdcuce about 
Vancouver, although he is far from hav- 
ing plain sailing there. He cannot point 
out a eonslituency on Vancouver Island 
where be has any reasonable chance of 
electing a supporter. lie has no sup- 
Iiorters in the field in several constitu- 
encies, although of course he may see 
that they tire brought out during the 
i.ext day or two. In Xorth \'ictoria, 
.South J'ictoria, Nan<tinio, North Nanai- 
mo and South Nanaimo there were m. 
government candidates even so much as 
t.ilked about up to yesterday. If there 
is a govornniont candidate in Casslar, he 
is keeping the fact very closely to him- 
self, and we have not yet heard of a sup- 
porter of Mr. Martin being iu the held 
in several other Mainland constituencies. 
This is not to say that none will be, but 
it is a somewhat extraordinary thing 
tliat within a day or two of Nomination 
Day the government is unrepresented by 
candidates in a number of const it uencies. 
The fact looks like a confession of defeat. 
It seems almost a foregone conclusion 
that tho whole of Vancouver Island, Cns- 
siar, (';ariboo, the two Lllloocts and the 
tliree Vales will rc'turn representatives 
who, whatever their relations may be to 
each other, will not l-o government sup- 
porters. Tills accounts for twenty-throe 
members, or four more than a majority 
of tlie house, so that if the government 
slioulil carry til.' rest of Ihe province ii 
«-ou!'J be defeated. Indeed, there is a very 
good prospect tliiit, eveu if Mr. Martin 
is himself successful at tho polls, he will 
find himself without a cabinet. No one 
will pretend 'o say that any one of his 
eoUe.igues hiiH ev(>n n moderately good 
eh.inee of being elecfed. Mr. Martin's 
defeat will not be due to any lack of 
energy and determination on his part. 
II(! has labored hard for success, Init l.he 
priii( i|iles for whicli he stands are more 
thati ihe people of I'.ritisli (Jnhimbia aro- 
ciiilorse. lie is weaker in the

After this wi> met many Boers, who 
always made straight for us.

to think of beside humanity in the heat 
of great battles. 

But of all the ritiful. heartrending 
sights I have ever seeft; none has com- 
pared to this view of hundrcd.s -upon 
hundreds of dead and dying horses on 
this hundred miles of war's promenade. 
The poor beasts had done no man any 
harm— in fact, each one had been a 
man's reliauce— and see them tattt^red by 
shell and then ripped open by vulturofi, 
often before they were dead, was enough 
to snap the tondereet chords in one's 
breast. They bad not deserved and they 
could not understand their liorrible ill- 
luck. For some reason, hundreds hail 
dragged themselves to the main road, 
and then had died cither in the track 
of the wagons oi- by its side. 

But the wortt horror was to eome when 
I approached close upon the last battle- 
field, only twenty-four hours after tlie 
fight at briefontein. On this liebl not 
nearly all the horses were yet dead. On 
the contrary, as I came up beside the 
prostrate body of a beautiful sti ed it 
would slowly and painfully lift its head 
and turn upon me a pair of the most 
]ileading, woe-stricken eyes, full of a hun- 
ger to know what 1 could do for it. AqU 
all I could do was to drive on, for I had 
no tirearms— even for my own protecMon,

JAPANESE IMMIGRANTS. 

Thirty Dollars Economically Used Goes 
a LoQg Way With Them. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, May 22.— The United 
SJates ijnmigrRtiptl ngent here ha» pade 
fioroe rather ptarUIug discdvetles in 
" coiiSiCtlon with liU flopartment. Many 
Japanese have been presenting them- 
selves for inspection of late -who deairo 
to talce the train to Seattle. They have 
all produced good sized rolls of green- 
backs to demonstrate that they are not 
paupers. Mr. Healy, the United States 
immigration agent, inncied that there 
wfts ft Bimilarity in the appearance of 
'tiiesc rolls. He thought he had seen 
one roll several times, or at least the 
Fame greasy string around the roll, tied 
in a certain way. So when the last 
batch of ten came up to his office and 
prodQced their rolls of bills as usual, 
after passing them he had an assistant 
follow them and "hold them up" after 
they bad boarded the train for Seattle, 
with the result that the ten little brown 
men did not have $30 between them. 
The money had evidently been lent to 
the penniless immigrants for no other 
reason than to demonstrate to Immigra 
tion Agent Healy that the posBcssor of 
the bank notes was not a pauper. When 
Mr. Shimezu, Japanese consul for Cnn 
ada, appearctl at the offlce with a letter 
from an intelligent Japanese, stating 
that immigrants had been charged from 
$4 to $6 fees in passing inspection en 
route to the United States, Mr. Healy 
thoaght he smelt a rat. and it is now re- 
ported that the discovery has been made 
that some of the Japanese labor con- 
tractors, while charging a nominal foe 
of 50 cents for tlie loan of a roll of 
bank notes, pas.sing an immigrant 
through the immigration oQlcc and bny' 
ing his ticket, inform the immigrant that 
the charge made by the United States 
immigration agent is from $4 to $0 
fwlioii it is only $1), and presumably 
they pocket the difference.

The 
Premier had become quite dramatic over 
a trilling interruption at his meeting at 
Sooku on Monday night. "This is my 
forty-third meeting in tlie present cnni- 
paign," he continued, •'and until to-night 
I have never been insulted so grossly 
before. You are Boers down in that 
eorner."

Chuirmau i'erry MilLs ihrn canie to his 
leader's rescue and utkeJ ihe uoys 
out. This they seemed willing to do, but 
wanted Mr. Mills to come out with 
tlieni, a pro;)ositiou whieh he did not ap 
pear desirous ol' accepting. lie, how- 
ever, appealed to the laeetiu}?, and being 
iisdured by Mr. Fraser and several otlier 
Martinite visitors tliat the [leopl 
quite nn.\ious to hear the iiuuli heard uf 
I'reniier, he turned the stream of hi 
pc'-suasive eloiiueuee ui)un tliat dignitary, 
iiu ! the diguitary relented, anil with 
seeuily hesitation consented uuee more to 
go on. 

The rremier liad worked bin way 
through the now tliread-bare speech tu 
the seeliou that deals with roaud, trails

members of the Sooke dele(,'atioii to th: 
Liberal convention at Vancouver had 
been set free, with the results that Mr. 
Martin went oil into heroics about diK- 
uity and lUsultM, and could only be per- 
suaded as a great favor to that part of 
the riding of ICsquiuiult to continue his 
speech to its hour and three-quarter 
length. Mr. Martin, who had hustled 
iiv,-ay from the Colwood meeting of that 
afternoon, after having talked it out, Imd 
begim his Sooke meeting rather late. 
Some delay was then experienced in get- 
ting a chairman. Mr. John Murray, Mr. 
John ^iuir and some others were appeal- 
ed to, but they all declined the honor. 
Fortunately, however, for the govern- 
ment, the Premier had taken Mr. I'erry 
Mills, of Victoria, out with him, and 
the gap was stopped and the meeting got 
underway. 

The re-enactment of the a uti- Japanese 
measures, the government ownership of 
railways and tho road to be built from 
Victoria to Midway, by whieh the Koote- 
nuy miners were to be fed on butter and 
eggs from Sooke, occupied the greater 
portion 01' his time after his feelings, 
mucit fraught by tho little scene, liacl 
been restored. Uc also tulki'd for abyut 
half an hour upon the virtues of that 
"bad man Martin." Thiti gave the uaunl 
opportunity to revel in tho glories uf 
.Manitoba disallowance, as well as the 
Seuilin goverumeut during the dayri of 
liis attorney-generalship. .\ny topic 
throughout the speech appeared to afTord 
a iirete.xt for deiiouuciuK the C 1'. It. 
IS a most oppressive monopoly. 
\ (]i|estioD, however, from the corner 
i"i!uC;l ^i' the Promi'or iis "biack- 
gunrds"--iu ItoStilaild tlioy laid Ijcen 
"white-shirted hoboes"— brought j'ii.'* 
speech down, however, to mure local !s- 
tiies, and the I'remier declared that if 
returned to power he fully iiUemietl lo 
cut off one of the members from the Es- 
quimau division. -V further question 
from Mr. IIi!j.;ins led to a vonewel of Mr. 
Martia'.'j attack upoii the standing and. 
utility of Independent euudidates. Thcee 
he attacked most vigorously, but re- 
frained from sayiu;; much about Mr. 
liiggius' candidacy, nor did he renew the 
"roasting" of Mr. ilayward which he 
had undertaken at Colwood. 

lUferring to the stand talceu by Mr, 
Macpheraua at the government meeting 
m Vancouver on Thursday lust, l\ie I're- 
mier explained that his follower's (Muc- 
pheraou'B) reference to .Mr. John Brown, 
of New Westmiiititer, i\s the one honest 
man on the government aide, was but a 
slip of the tongue, and meant nothing ut 
all. 

It WAS «baut 11 o'clock when the Pre- 
mier walked in silence down the hall. 
Tho other candidates were there waiting 
to speak, and their number had been in- 
creased by the arrival of .Mr. Ebcrts 
and some other gentlemen from town. 
Mr. Martin, however, told the meeting 
that he had urgent busines.s in Victoria, 
and slipped away, quitting tlie ineeLiug 
and the other spcakeiti just as he hud 
done at the Colwood meeting a few 
hours before. From the sound of hurry- 
ing feet and u certain obnoxious odor out- 
side, it was generally understood that 
tho Premier's haste in departure wan 
somewhat accelerated and that some 
material reason can now be given for 
some truly outraged feelings. 

Before departint; with his ieadiit. Mr. 
Fraser ("nfet^seil his faith in the Martin- 
ite .lymbol and professed a readiness to 
follow him to the end nt either the gov- 
erniiient or the opiiosilion benches. 

The littli> Kovernnient party having 
left, Mr. .Tohn Muir, the venerable 
patriarch of that district, was again 
asked to take the chair, which he at once 
did, and filled the olllce with both grace 
and dignity. After expressing his regret 
nt the hasty departure of tho Premier, 
he introduced Mr. O. rO. Pooley. 

Mr. Pooley, who was welcomed with 
a good round of iipplause, was glad once 
more to meet his old constituents. He 
was glad, too, to see so many of the 
ladiis out; but, like the chairman— and 
indeed the whole audience — ho regretted 
the fact that Mr. Martin had seen fit to 
Slip away again, as he had done but the 
s.ame afternoon at Colwood. He had 
expected to have an opportunity to speak 
to him at the evening meeting, but liati 
been cpiite disaiiiiointrd. This and the 
lateness of the hour would cause him to 
omit several things whieh he had in- 
tended to speak on at some length. 

For eighteen years, Mr. Pooley •con- 
tinued, lie had had the honor of repro- 
s(}nting the district of ICsiiuimalt. He 
had enjoyed the fullest coulidence of 
the people, and had continually Ktriven 
to advance the interests of the district, 



! foJ 01 those of the province at largtf. At 
' presejit politico were in a much mixed 
muddle, a state of things for which Mr. 
Martin nr.d LlelUoEant-Oovornor Mc- 
Inneii were entirely nccountabK', In 
1897. as a result of the electioU, tho two 
parties mustered 10 of il following for 
eiieh. The Lien'icnaut-Governor con- 
sidered that Mr. Turner had lost the 
conti lence (jt the people, and most un- 
consvitutloually tried to call in Mr. Eob- 
ert Beaven, a gentleman who had been 
a candidate at tho election then just past, 
but who had not succeeded in securing a 
seat in the afiseinbiy. Mr, Turijer w^as 
suir.marily dismissed— but whyV For 
the sole reason that Mr. Turner would 
uot take the Governor's sou into the 
cabinet. To such a step Mr. Pooley had 
himself been much opposed, and with tho 
others, though without any loss— for iie 
president of the council he drew no sal- 
ary—went out from office. For this 
same refusal of .Mr. Turner's the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor tried to follow u^i the 
charge about the special warrants, and 
although the eommissiion of a hostile 
government hud completely exonerated 
Mr. Turner, Governor Mclnnes had re- 
fused to w ithdraw his charge, and was 
not man enough to say that ho had 
made a mistake. 

I?ut Mr. Beavcn would not make a 
cabinet minister out of the son, and so 
at last Mr. Semlin was asked to form 
ail ailininistratiun. The death of Mr. 
Neilsoii and .Mr. Henderson's defection 
had enabled this goTCrument to exist for 
some time, but at last it fell through 
also, when, in contradiction to .ill custom 
of jiolitics, Jlr. Mariin, who had not a 
single follower in the house, was made 
tirst minister. The assembly protested, 
but to no avail, and so, in a jirotest that 
eiiald not be pigeon-lnded, they all 
walked out. I A pphiusi'.) As a result, 
the intimation bad I'onie froiii Dttawa 
that unless Mr. Martin were returned 
power, Mr. Mclnnes was to be i)ut out 
olllce. (Applause.) Thus there was 
double object to be served on the Utli of 
•luiie by voting against the Martin gov- 
ernment. (Applause.) 

Without taking up too much time, the 
speaker could not but refer to Mr. Mar- 
tin's childish cry for the re-enactment of 
the anti-.Tiuianese iiu-asures that have 
been disallowed. Al Colwood he had 
spoken of tliese measures as but grudg- 
ingly given. Hut what were tho records'.' 
The Labor Act had been freely passeil 
by the Turner government; but upon 
the Doane-Helgesen resolution, advocat- 
ing tho increase of the Chinese tax, this 
.same Mr. Martin, who now prates about 
Mongolian lalbor, cried out; "Thhs is not 
our business— It's a federal matter. I'll 
vote against it." So he did. 

The Premier's attempt, too, to drag in 
the Manitoba disallowance matter as an 
illustration, was rather bad, too. Tho 
questions differ widely and are with dif- 
ferent people. There the matter was 
an issue of Canadian politias, but hero it 
was an Imperial (luestioii, and surely no 
loyal Canadian would withstand the hope 
of the home antborities that the colony 
will accept the piisi'.ion for the time nntl 
so assist the .Mother Laud. British 
CJolumbia has reni'.ored its (luota for the 
national defence, and will do so again if 
need be: but surely she would not 
lininper the Empire, would not act like a 
child, but would play the patriot for a 
short time, when the natural solution of 
the matter would be rt'iiched. 

Regarding .Mr. Martin's railway 
scheiiie, a great deal of it was arrant 
nonsense. A road was to be built from 
A'ietoria to take up the Sooke produci 
to the Kooteiiay country, and in the 
next breath the Premier talked of

The Corbin scheme of 
which .Mr. Martin talked had been re- 
jected both at Victoria and at Ottawa, 
and that because it intended taking the 
ore of this country out of the country 
for smelting purposes, and thus baild U|) 
the American industries at our expense. 
Surely the electors of Sooke would not 
be parties to any such scheme as that. 

Mr. Pooley then briefly referred to the 
way in whieh the eight-hour law was 
rushed through on the last day, aud to 
several other pieces of legislation Tvlilcli 
ho had been Opposed to; and wound up 
his able spoccli by a stirring aiipeal to 
the electorate to go to the polis on the 
mil of June and put an (>nd to tin? dis- 
graceful regiuii' al piesent being carried 
on. lie then sut dowu amidst iirolonged 
applause. 

Mr. Muir then called upon Mr. Hay- 
ward, an independent candidate for tlie 
honors of ICsciuinialt, That gentleman 
bud been at the Oohvood uieetlhg, where 
Premier Martin hml uttempted to put 
him ou toast, an\.l tiien had left. Nothing 
daunted^ Mr, tiayward had followed, thd 
Premier Vlp, only, hort'over, to bc «»iudod 
by lilm the second time. His opposition 
to the Premier was thorough-gohig. He 
objected to his platforin, he objected to 
the man himself, and be objected to the 
way in which he hud obtained and waij 
holding his present power. The province 
had suffered indignity at tliis man's 
hands in being Tobbed of its rightful 
heritage of responsible government' 'for 
the past four months. Not one of the 
Martin ministers had a seat, and while 
the Premier boasted of his farmer' minis- 
ter, Mr. Beebe, the latter could know 
but little of his calling, otherwise be had 
been made minister of agriciidture. 

Mr. Hayward plien referred 'to some of 
the objections to the goveruilient's policy 
upon the Mongolian question and tlic 
government ownership of railways, and 
claimed thiit trunk wagOn' roads should 
receive nuirc attention'nt the hands of 
the administration. These were the 
poor miinV • railroad and upon them much 
of the ilevelopmeiit of the jjruvince de- 
lieuded. Mr. Ilayward then sat down 
amidst stroh a clapping of hands as do- 
uotied a good- popularity throughout that 
section. 

Mr. Iliggins followed. lu the few 
minutes lie'tipoke,^ fedvernment ownership 
of railways ■ was the chief th('me. 
.(Vgainst these hd' earnestly warned the 
«lcctora:te. . It was the most important 
item on tthof^^ovorhmcnt's slate, and the 
Premier seonied to rely upon it very 
largely to^sCcnro his return to iwwer; 
but instead of helping him out, this was 
tbe rock TijiOri which he ^^ould find ship- 
wreck, , 

Mr. {Bbbrts Hhen spoke for half an 
hour. In ft' very aggressive speech he 



aud not one of them enjoying a seat. 
Itesponsible government was government 
for the people and by the people, but to- 
day this province had government for 
Jlr. Mclnnes and by Mr. Martin, purely 
personal ntid strictly irresponsible. 

The Premier talked a groat deal about 
the workingmau, but it was blatant rifl- 
ralT. His deeds belied it nil. While 
crying out for labor he strctqiied out his 
hau.is and closed the hospitals agair.gt 
them in their diiy Of hood. The \^'ao\e 
plalform was a niyth (laughter) und the 
people were not being gulled Ivy it. On 
the Slth of ,luue they would vise in their 
might, and that would be the end of the 
farec. (Prolonged applause.) . 

Mr. Ebert."! then resumed his Beat, and 
after tlie usual vote of thduks the ih'eet- 
iiig dispersed.
